A TRIAD’ GANG SURPRISED, 


THRES CHINAMAN KILLED 
AND THREE INJURED. 


All Leap from High Windows. - 

‘The Triad Society has been considerably 
in evidence in Hongkong of late and its 
mambers are giving the police a good deal 
of trouble, , Last week four Chinese, wall 
known in Hongkong, were drought before 
Me Kemp st the Mag.atraoy on a obfirge 
of being members of tho Triad Society and 
on tho same day an.attack was made on 
the fishermen of Taibo $y « band of men 
alleged to bolong to the same society. 

o—latest developmgnt occurred early 
yesterday morning, Wen the polica attach: 
ed to the Yaumati Station made a auccess- 
{ul raid on a house io which a meeting of 
the Triad Society was being held, The 
rald was carefully planoed by Inspector 
MaoNonald, and, despito the watchfulnoss 
of the Chineso, cumpletoly took the inmates 
of the house by surprise. 

About 1.30 on Suuday morning the 
police set out from Yaumati station nnd 
made their way cautiously to Tomple 
Street North, whore thoy had been in- 
formed that n inceting of the Triad Society 
wna to bo held. One of their namber, an 
Indian Sergeant, who waa diguisod asa 
Chinose was sent out to reconnoitre, and 
at No. 42 found the mecting to be in full 
swing, thero being about 30 Chiness 
present. . 

The doar of tho bovse was guarded 
by 8 watchman, while oo the stairs loading 
to the meeting room, on the top floor, 
anothur man was atstioned ao that it was 
clearly impossible for the police to ay proach 
from the front cf the building. 

A council of war was held and it was 
decided to attack the enemy frog the reat. 
With this ond in view the police went round 
by aside strevt and having obtained ad- 
miasion tv n house adjoining No. 42 climbed 
up to the roof and broke into the meeting 
room Lefore the Chinese woro aware of thor 
presence, Much to their surprise they 
found that the gathering waa prosided over 
by « Chinese constable attached to tho 
Water Police Station. 

Tho appegrance of the officers in the 
room §t Onod crented the wildest disorder 
andthe Chinese rushed for every available 
manna of exeupe, At the door they were 
haflled by the polie-, snd they then turned 
(heir atiantion to the roof and windawe. 
A fow nseaped in the enpfusion, but the 
police stuck te their task well ar cl neenred 
fourtoon af the offenders.

hud jamped from the windows bad jared 
badly, for the police, en desconding to the 
pavenent, found forr macn Tying helpless 
and moaning an the ground.
